At  the  end  of  last  scmcsier. 
tlie  campus  was  running  ram- 
pant with  fumoHi  that  Loyola 
was  buying  Guilford  Towers. 
Siudcni.s  were  speculating  about 
what  would  happen  with  the 
housingsiiuaiion...  Whatwould 
happen  to  the  sludenls  who  had 
decided  to  live  in  Uie  Berkshire 
Apartments  through  u hou.sing 
agreement  with  Student  Life,  or 
to  those  who  did  not  get  housing 
through  the  lottery  system? 
Would  there  be  RAsinGuilford? 
And  could  the  housing  shortage 
problem  be  solved? 

Some  ofthosc  questions  have 
been  answered.  Yes,  Loyola 
College  did  in  fact  officially 
purchase  number  14  West  Cold 
Spring  Lane,  a.k.a.  Guilford 
Towers,  on  June  9.  1995.  Now, 
12  of  the  students  who  were 
s la  ted  to  I i VC  i n Berksh  i re  Apart- 
ments arc  residing  in  Guilford. 
Tliere  are  several  transfer  stu- 
dents, a number  of  international 
graduate  students,  international 
exchange  students,  one  ex- 
change student,  and  one  gradu- 
ate student  also  living  in 
Guilford.  In  total,  there  are  44 
Students  living  there.  Some 
sophomores  living  in  Wynne- 


wood  and  Charleston  suites  may 
beable  to  move  into  the  Guilford 
Apartments  during  or  after 
move  week.  This  is  being 
ofTered  in  hopes  dial  fresh- 
men students  rooming  in 
the  Hammerman  and  But- 
ler lounges  will  be  able  to 
find  "pemianent"  homes 
for  the  year. 

Susan  Hardwegg.  Asso- 
ciate Director  of  Student 
Life,  stated  that  Guilford 
was  fully  occupied  when 
the  college  purchased  the 
building.  Some  residents, 
however,  decided  to  move 
soon  after  the  college  pur- 
chased the  building. 
Hardwegg  said  that  Student 
Life  did  not  expect  to  be 
housing  as  many  students 
in  Guilford  at  the  start  of 
the  year  as  they  have  now. 

She  also  stated  that  she  be- 
lieves there  is  a possibility 
that  a total  of  100  students 
will  be  housed  in  Guilford 
by  the  end  of  the  academic 
year. 

Thepurchase  of  Guilford 
has  created  ripples  upon  the 
campus  of  which  the  ef- 
fects will  not  be  completely 
known  for  several  more 
years.  Hardwegg  said  that

planning,  including  the  formerly 
proposed  plans  for  con- 
struction of  a freshman 
campus  in  the  east  resi- 
dential area  of  campus 
andtheerectionofaStu- 
dent  Recreation  Center 
in  the  Charleston  Hall 
area. 

The  college  plans  to 
honor  the  current  ten- 
ants' leases  in  Guilford 
for  the  next  three  years, 
during  which  lime  ex- 
pansion ofstudent  hous- 
ing in  the  building  will 
proceed.  Topics  among 
the  discussions  for  use 
of  Guilford  space  have 
included  using  the  first 
three  floors  as  office 
space  and  the  remain- 
ing six  floors  as  resident 
space. 

The  transition  of 
Guilford  Towers  going 
from  a residential  apart- 
ment building  to  a col- 
lege residential  hall  is  a 
delicate  issue.  The  col- 
lege has  retained 
Campbell  Management 
group  to  continue  to 
manage  certain  aspects 
of  Guilford  Towers;  for  ex

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College  broadens  international  opportunities 

Newcastle,  England  joins  the  study  abroad  program;  teaching  positions  open  up  in  Bangkok

Among  Ihc  plethora  of  op- 
portunities which  Ixiyola  has  to 
ofrer  its  students  is  the  opporlu- 
nily  to  spend  a semester,  or  an 
entire  year,  studying  at  ucollcge 
orunivcrsityovcrseas.  Thispro- 
gram  ts  headed  by  Dean  Joseph 
Healy,  whose  office  is  located 
in  the  advising  w ing  of  the  Hu- 
manities Center 

Mealy  is  the  director  of  inter- 
national programs.  He  review.s 
the  credentials  of  every  student 
wlio  wishe-s  to  go  abroad.  Any 
student  who  goe.s  in  and  out  of 
Loyola  through  international 
programs  is  part  of  the  “iwiv 
w ay  traffic"  which  goes  through 
Mealy's  office. 

■Hicrc  arc  three  different  ways 
to  study  abmad  through  l.oyola. 
Tlic  first  is  through  an  exchange 
prsigrnm  in  which  a student  is 
sent  overseas  to  study  in  ex- 
change foranothcr student  from 
that  country.  There  arc  several 
different  locations  to  which 
I ^lyolnsendscxchange  students, 
among  them  arc  the  Nether- 
lands. l-rancc.  (iennany.  Japan, 
and  Argentina. 

Another  avenue  by  which 
l.oyola  students  can  pursue  in- 

temationa!  study  is  through  what 
Mcalycallsahast program.  Most

programs  involve  students  tak- 
ing pari  in  the  overseas  program 
of  another  American  college  or 
university.  ‘‘You  want  to  go 
abroad,  but  you  don’t  want  to  go 
through  anything  that  we  have. 
We’ll  get  you  there.  There  are 
1 200othcr  American  university 
programs  abroad,  we’ll  get  you 
into  one  of  those  1200,”  Mealy 
explains. 

The  third  study  abroad  oppor- 
tunity is  through  I.oyola  spon- 
sored programs.  There  are  cur- 
rently two  established  study 
abroad  programs:  Assumption 


University  in  Thailand,  and  the 
University  of  Leuven  in  Bel- 
gium. However,  in  the  fall  of 
1996.  another  program  will  be 
added,  where  students  will  be 
able  to  study  for  a year  at  the 
University  in  Newcastle.  En- 
gland. 

These  programs  are  open  to 
all  majors  and  all  students,  al- 
though, according  to  Healy, 
"Ninety  percent  of  die  sludenLs 
who  are  abroad  are  juniors." 
There  are  some  academic  pre- 
requisites as  well,  one  being  a 
3.0  grade  point  average;  how- 


ever, the  requirements  are  not 
highly  discriminatory,  present- 
ing the  opportunity  for  interna- 
tional study  to  everyone. 

For  the  Newcastle  program, 
there  is  an  extensive  and  excit- 
ing itinerary.  Students  will  be 
studying  from  late  September  to 
June  in  Newcastle,  England,  a 
small  city  near  die  Scottish  bor- 
der and  approximately  three 
hours  from  London.  Healy 
elaborated  on  the  location  .selec- 
tion process  and  said  that  the 
selection  board  for  internal  ional 
programs  chose  Newcastle  for 


several  reasons,  among  them, 
the  fact  that  the  city  offered 
courses  in  all  majors,  and  the 
costs  provided  for  an  interest- 
ing package. 

When  travelling  to  Newcastle, 
students  will  go  as  a group, 
which  will  include  a program 
director.  The  cost  of  the  pro- 
gram will  not  be  much  more 
than  Loyola  College’s  own  tu- 
ition and  co.st  of  living.  With 
that  money,  students  will  live 
and  study  in  an  area  where  they 
can  experience  alt  of  England. 
■'We  had  to  pick  a place  dial  has 
a vital  night  life.  You  know, 
pubs,  theatre,  movies,  malls,  mu- 
seums, everything,  and 
Newcastle  was  it,"  says  Healy 
of  the  opportunities  for  recre- 
ation and  social  life  in  the  .area. 
Students  involved  will  follow 
an  itinerary  lull  of  trips  to  the 
surrounding  area,  which  in- 
cludes London,  the  English 
countryside,  and  Scotland. 

In  addition  to  the  study  abroad 
programs,  Healy  is  also  enthu- 
siastic about  forty  leaching  po- 
sitions that  will  be  available  in 
Thailand  and  Indonesia  next  fall 
for  any  senior  gr.aduating  this 
May. 

Twenty  new  leaching  posi- 
tions will  open  at  the  University

Flu  shot  made 
available  to 
college

liach  year,  os  full  begins  and 
(he  cold  weather  sets  in.  fears 
of  illnesses  such  as  innuen/a 
become  more  prevalent.  A 
viral  illness  affeciing  Uic  res- 
piratory system,  influenza  is 
charactcrizcc^  by  the  abrupt 
onset  of  fever,  sore  throat  and 
a non-productive  cough. 

Nfosi  individuals,  otherwise 
in  go<K]  health,  generally  re- 
cover from  a Iwut  of  influenza 
with  little  difficulty.  How- 
ever. those  individuals  with 
lung  disease,  severe  asilima, 
diabetes  or  other  chronic  ill- 
nesses may  be  at  ri.sk  for  sen- 
ous  complications  such  as 
pneumonia.  Porthisieason.it 
is  recommended  that  high-risk 
patients  receive  the  vaccina- 
tion available  for  the  virus. 

Bach  ye.nr.  the  vaccination 
is  modified,  based  on  the  pre- 
dictions concerning  the  illness 
for  (hat  yc.ir.  The  potency  of 
(he  current  vaccination  yields 
minima!  risk  of  adverse  reac- 
tions. It  is  possible,  however, 
that  patients  receiving  the  vac- 
cination may  experience  fe- 


ver. mylagia  or  malaise  which 
may  lu.st  for  one  to  two  days. 
Individuals  who  have  severe 
allergies  to  cgg.s  should  not 
receive  the  vaccine  and  those 
experiencing  acutefever 
should  pttstponc  their  vacci- 
nation until  after  (he  illness 
has  resolved. 

Although  large  outbreaks  of 
influenza  usually  do  not  occur 
in  the  eastern  United  States 
before  December  and  do  not 
reach  their  peak  until  January 
and  February,  the  optimal  time 
for  a flu  shot  is  late  October  to 
early  November.  This  allows 
adequate  time,  generally  two 
to  four  weeks,  for  the  neces- 
sary antibodies  to  develop. 

Any  Loyola  students  who 
feel  they  are  in  the  high-risk 
caicgoryorwish  to  reduce  their 
possible  risks  of  developing 
influenza,  may  call  the  Stu- 
dent Health  Center  at  x5055  to 
schedule  an  appointment  for 
the  vaccination.  Students  who 
work  with  the  less  fortunate 
through  community  service 
activities  may  especially  want 
to  consider  the  vaccinations  to 
protect  both  themselves  and 
the  people  with  whom  they  are 
working.  Employees  of  the 
college  wishing  to  receive  the 
vaccines  can  do  so  by  contact- 
ing the  Good  Samaritan  Hos- 
pital at  532-6300.  The  cost  to 
receive  the  vaccine  at  either 
location  is  $S.

The 
senate  approved  a plan  that  is 
intended  to  save  r>5  billion  dol- 
lars over  seven  years  but  left 
most  of  the  policy-making  up  to 
the  slates.  The  Mates  must  now 
decide  whether  or  not  to  pro- 
hibit aid  to  unwed  mothers  un- 
der IK  They  mu.si  also  decide 
whether  or  not  to  give  more  aid 
to  mothcr>  w ho  have  more  chil- 
dren while  on  welfare.  Tlic 
House  bill,  on  the  other  hand 
w ill  save  $102  billion  overseven 
years.  However,  it  outright  dc- 
nic.s  aid  to  unwed  mothers  under 
IK  and  denies  additional  aid  to 
mothers  who  Itave  more  chil- 
dren while  on  welfare.  Both 
hdls  require  welfare  recipients 
to  urttrk  after  two  years,  yet  nei- 
ther bill  provides  any  job  train- 
ing or  educational  training  for  a 
population  that  is  largely  un- 
educated and  unskilled. 

year.  President  Clinton 
proposed  legislation  designed  to 
pul  welfare  recipients  to  work 
within  two  years.  However,  he 
acknowledged  that  the  cost 
would  be  about  nine  billion  dol- 
lars over  five  years  for  training, 
administration,  child  care,  and 
cash  assistance.  The  bills  just 


pa.ssed  by  the  House  and  Senate 
have  the  same  stated  goals,  hut 
pretend  that  they  can  achieve 
them  while  saving  the  country 
money.  They  have  merely 
shifted  responsibility  from  the 
Federal  tothestategovemmenis. 
Now  the  states  must  find  jobs 
foran  untrained  welfare  popula- 
tion. 

The  welfare  system  was  ini- 


tially designed  as  a temporary 
assistance  program,  and  1 agree 
that  it  has  gotten  way  out  of 
control  in  recent  years.  How- 
ever, Congress  failed  to  take  into 
account  welfare's  design  when 
writing  this  new  legislation. 
True,  their  work  requirement 
lean.s  toward  helping  recipients 
to  gel  off  welfare.  However, 


they  included  no  provisions  for 
job  training,  an  essential  to  gel  a 
job  in  today’s  market  where  even 
acollcgedegree  is  no  guarantee. 
Furfhermore,  the  United  Stales 
is  the  only  modernized  country 
aside  from  South  Africa  that  does 
not  have  government-subsidized 
cliild  care,  which  makes  it  even 
harder  for  welfare  mothers  to 
get  jobs.  Some  may  argue  that 


this  type  of  legislation  with  all 
its  requirements  will  forcer  wel- 
fare recipients  to  work  harder 
and  stop  being  lazy,  1 disagree.  1 
argue  that  many  of  the  welfare 
recipients  arc  working  hard  right 
now.  trying  to  find  minimum- 
wage  jobs,  trying  to  care  for 
thcirchildren.  trying  topay  their 
rent,  trying  to  survive.

Building  now  bears  the  name  of  the  reverand  Francis  Xavier  Knott,  S.J.

A look  at  the  newly  named  Francis  Xavier  Knott  Humanities  Center.

Ask  any  freshman  which 
building  on  campus  scares  (hent 
ihc  most  and  Ihc  answer  will  be 
unanimous:  ThcKnou  Humani- 
lies  Center.  There  are  winding 
staircases,  shady  hallways  and 
room  numbers  that  follow  no 
particular  order. 

The  Humanities  Center,  the 
oldest  building  on  campus,  is  a 
special  part  of  Lttyola  College. 
Tlic  tudor  style  mansion  has  a 
century-long  history. 

Built  in  1896  as  a wedding 
present  for  Horatio  and  Char- 
lotte Garrett.  "Evergreen  jun- 
ior” was  a gift  to  the  young 
couple  from  Horatio’s  parents, 
Mr.  and  Mrs.T.  Harrison  Garrelt. 
T.  Harrison  Garrett  was  the  son 
ofRolrert  Work  Garrett,  fomicr 
president  of  the  Ohio  Railroad. 

The  building  was  designed  by 
one  of  the  era’s  leading  arclii- 
tects,  James  Renwhick,  as  a 
replica  of  an  English  hunting 
mansion.  Tlie  headline,  "Plans 
for  a Pine  Mansion,"  ran  in  a 
Baltimore  paper  on  February  I, 
1 896.  nearly  one  hundred  years 
ago.  The  building  was  an 
architectural  triumph.  Horatio 
died  of  cancer  at  age  23,  and  he 
and  his  wife  never  had  a chance 
to  live  in  the  beautiful  home. 
"Little  did  Mrs.  Garrett  realize 
that  her  wedding  gift  to  her  sec- 
ond son  would  lead  so  many 
lives."  said  Fr.  Ridley  at  the 
dedication. 

InlightofHoratio’sdeath.his 
mother.  Alice  Garrett,  decided 
to  put  the  home  to  good  use. 
After  renting  it  out  for  a while  to 
various  guests.  Mrs.  Garrett  al- 
lowed the  government  to  use 
"Evergreen  junior"  during 


World  War  I as  a convalescent 
home  for  injured  veterans.  She 
provided  a lounge  for  the  sol- 
diers and  ran  a hospital  ward  in 
the  upper  level  of  the  house. 

Then,  in  the  early  I920.s,whcn 
many  college/high  schools  were 
expanding  and  growing,  the 
LoyolaJesuit  community  bought 
the  lOacrcs  of  evergreen  junior 
for  $225,000.  In  1921,  Loyola 
officially  moved  from  Calvert 
Street  to  its  present  location. 


Originally  known  as  the  Admin- 
istration Building,  the  Humani- 
ties Center  housed  classrooms, 
labs,  a chapel,  and  assembly 
spaces  for  the  60  or  so  men  en- 
rolled. 

As  the  campus  grew,  and  more 
buildings  were  added,  the  Rev. 
Francis  X.  Knott  Humanities 
Center  went  through  various 
changes.  It  became  the  official 
Jesuit  residence,  and  classes 
were  moved  to  the  new  build- 


ings. 

However.  The  building’s 
strange  history  continued  when, 
in  1950,  the  original  ornamental 
tower  was  stmek  by  a truck  dur- 
ing Ihc  building  of  Ihc  alumni 
chapel,  causing  part  ofthc  build- 
ing to  be  destroyed.  Then,  on 
June  24.  1 955,  a fire  broke  out. 
Flames  engulfed  the  third  floor 
, collapsing  the  roof  and  de- 
stroying the  north  side.  Tlic 
eight  alarm  blaze  sent  flames  25 


feet  into  the  .sky.  Imnrcdiateiy 
following  the  disaster  rcslora- 
lion  iKgan  under  then  President 
Rev.  Vincent  Beatty,  S.J. 

During  the  next  few  decades 
massive  change  swept  through 
Loyola.  During  the  29  year  ten- 
ure of  president  Rev.  Joseph  A. 
Sellingcr,  Loyola  w.-is  trans- 
formed from  a local  school  to  a 
regional,  residential  institution.

One  artist  in  each  of  the 
fourmediawill  receive  an  award 
of  SlOO  . An  overall  award  of 
S200  will  be  given  to  the  artist 
judged.  "Best  in  Show."  Each 
winner  will  also  receive  a rib- 
bon that  will  be  di.splayed  dur- 
ing the  Festival.  All  pieces  of 
artw  ork  are  for  sale. 

The  Festival  was  originally 
the  idea  of  the  late  Reverend 


Joseph  A.  Sellingcr.  S.J..  who 
wanted  to  reaffirm  Loyola’s 
commitment  to  the  Arts,  This 
commitment  initiated  discus- 
sions between  Father  Sellingcr 
and  Bcnnard  Perlman,  former 
President  of  the  Greater  Balti- 
more ArtsCouncil.  Soonafier- 
ward,  in  the  fall  of  1966,  the 
First  Annual  Loyola  College 
Invitational  Art  Exhibit  was  held 
on  the  College’s  athletic  field, 
attracting  many  of  the  areas  top 
artists. 

Since  the  Loyola  College 
Alumni  Association  assumed 
responsibility  forsponsoring  the 
exhibit,  the  event  has  grown  in 
prestige  and  attendance.  Other 
changes  included  moving  the 
show  from  Curly  Field  to 
Millbrook  House  Garden,  and 
finally,  to  the  College  Quad- 
rangle in  1983.  In  1993  the 
artshow  was  renamed  the  Loyola 
College  Festival  of  the  Arts  and 
included  both  visual  and  per- 


forming arts. 

Sinccihcshow  will  lake  place 
during  Parent's  Weekend,  stu- 
dents are  encouraged  to  bring 
theirparentstolhecxhibil.  There 
will  be  creative  art  projects  for 
younger  children  and  the  Fiore 
Winery  will  be  holding  wine 
tasting  exhibitions  for  adults. 

The  morning  will  begin  with 
ajudgingofthcartworliat  1 1:30 
a.m.

"Beyond  Rangoon"  scores  big

Action,  adventure,  newly  re- 
leasedcxitement  excitement  and 
an  education  in  foreign  polilics- 
•that  is  what  you  will  find  in 
"Beyond  Rangoon."  The  movie, 
starring  Patricia  Arquette,  is 
about  a fictitious  young  Ameri- 
can doctorwho  travels  toBunna, 
Mayanmar's  former  colonial 
name  back  in  1988,  in  attempt  to 
forget  about  the  murder  of  her 
husband  and  son.  While  in 
Rangood,  the  capital  of  Burma 
(now  known  as  Yangon),  she 
witnesses  (he  bravery  of  Aung 
San  Suu  Kyi,  a leader  and  major 
symbol  to  the  Burmese  hope  for 
democracy,  as  she  tries  to  pass 
through  a line  of  Burmese  sol- 
diers to  lead  a political  rally. 
Suddenly,  she  is  swept  up  in  the 
democratic  movement  in  Burma 
and  discovering  her  release  has 
been  delayed  she  has  a Burmese 
professor  and  former  Commu- 
nist party  member  reduced  to 
the  role  of  a lour  guide  show  her 
around  Burma. 

The  doctor  decides  to  explore 
the  "countryside"  of  Burma  not 
realizing  what  she  is  asking  to 
see.  Tlie  moment  they  decide  to 
go  beyond  the  city  limits  of 
Rangoon,  which  itself  is  under- 
going total  political  turmoil, 
there  is  no  turning  back  from  the 
inevitabledangers  they  encoun- 
ter. After  amililary  crackdown, 


the  young  doctor  finds  herself 
suddenlytumingfromanovcrly- 
curious  tourist  inioafull-fledged 
fugitive;  speeding  through  un- 
tamed forests,  swimming 
ihroughriversandhiding  in  refu- 
gee camps  and  monasteries.  Tlie 
American  doctor  soon  discov- 
ers what  it  means  to  be  some- 
where with  no  identity  and  no 
face.  She  realizes  .she  is  just 
another  moving  target  and  is  no 
longer  an  outsider  in  this  fight; 
she  is  part  of  this  olhenvise  un- 
familiar culture  in  a joint  battle 
to  survive. 

Arquette  is  brilliant  in  por- 
traying the  naive  and  politically 
unaware  American  baffled  and 
disgusted  with  the  unrestrained 
and  almost  always  undiscrirni- 
naiing  violence  inflicted  on  the 
Bunnesc.  Arquette’s  ability  to 
mirror  her  emotions  in  her  face 
seemed  to  help  the  audience 
understand,  despite  the  extreme 
circumstances  liercharaclerwas 
going  through. 

Many  other  actors  and  ac- 
tresses make  some  great  perfor- 
mances as  well.  I especially 
liked  how  in  the  political  rally 
scene  actress  Adelc  Lutz  stares 
down  each  soldier  as  if  she  were 
singling  them  out  when  she 
slowly  and  calmly  moves  to- 
ward them  willi  so  much  grace 
anddignitythiit  the  men  are  para- 
lyzed. 

Coincidentally,  release  of 


"Beyond  Rangoon"  opened  two 
weeks  after  the  actual  acquittal 
of  democratic  movement  leader 
and  Nobel  Peace  Prize  winner. 
Mrs.  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi  who 
had  been  held  under  house  ar- 
rest by  the  Myunanicsc  govcni- 
mcntforthepaslsixycars.  Brit- 
ishdircctor  John  Boonnan  plans 
to  handle  the  news  as  "tastefully 
aspos-siblc"  in  promotion  of  "Be- 
yond Rangoon"  although  hesays 
he  doesn't  see  it  sparking  any 
political  movements  to  send 
troops  down  to  Myanmar.

"Beyond 
Rangoon"  is  filled  with  an  ex- 
cellent cast  , with  beautiful  scen- 
ery of  the  Malaysian  counliy- 
side  where  it  was  filmed.  It 
seems  to  succeed  in  exposing 
(he  disturbing  violence  and  hu- 
man degradation  going  on  in 
Myanmar.  My  only  note  to  the 
reader  is  to  remember  that  this  is 
not  the  only  country  undergoing 
political  unrest.  Go  .sec  this 
movie  and  become  aware. 


"Desperado"  succeeds  in-spite-of  itself

“Desperado,"  the  new  west- 
ern starring  current  flavor-of- 
thc-monlh  hunk  Antonio 
Banderas,  rocks  with  a kinetic 
energy  that  stands  to  jumpstart 
an  action  genre  that  has  grown 
rather  flaccid  of  late.  Writer- 
director  Robert  Rodriguez  has 
punctuated  his  sec- 
ond  feature  with 
painstakingly  cho- 
reographed action 
scenes  of  such

The  School  of  Business  was 
added,  and  in  1971,  as  result  of 
a merger  with  Mount  St,  Agnes 
College,  the  school  went  coed. 

Finally,  in  1991.  the  Society 
of  Jesus  transferred  ownership 
over  to  the  college.  The  Hu- 
manities center  then  began  lo 
take  on  its  pre-scni  form  as  ilie 
academic  and  aesthetic  center- 
piece of  the  campus.  With  a 
S2.y  million  grant  from  the 
Maryland  state  legislature. 
Loyola  began  to  expand  the 
building.  Architect  Frank  Gail 
supervised  the  restoration  and 
designed  the  ca.si  wing,  holding 
true  to  the  Garrett  home  style.

The  1995 
season  is  no  exception. 

“We  have  an  outstanding 
group  of  players  returning,  es- 
pecially the  senior  class,"  Senlo 
said.  “But  we  also  have  several 
new  players  mixed  in  wiih  the 
veterans,  in  addition  to  relum- 
ing players  who  have  now 
stepped  into  starting  rules  for 
the  first  lime." 

Back  in  late  August  as  the 
Greyhounds  were  being  shaped 
for  the  season.  Sento  admitted 
that  while  he  was  optimistic 
about  this  year,  he  realized  that 
adjustment  would  be  crucial. 

"We  lost  some  key  people  on 
the  defense  in  Zach  Thornton 
and  Mike  Konopaski,  as  well  as 
our  two  leading  scorers.  Bill 
Wnek  and  Doug  Willey."  said 
Senlo.  "We  have  some  areas  of 
concern." 

And.  after  the  Hounds  suf- 
fered back-to-back  shutout  de- 
feats in  the  Loyola/Lotto  Clas- 
sic tournament  to  open  the  '95 
campaign  the  first  weekend  in 
.September,  the  critics  began  to 
whisper  that  perhaps  Loyola  was 
m for  a “down  year",  a "rebuild- 
ing year"  as  they  like  to  call  it. 


Precisely  then  is  when  the 
Greyhounds  rattled  off  five 
straight  wins  to  dissolve  the 
doubLs  that  Loyola  is  any  Ic.ss 
solid  than  what  has  become 
school  tradition,  especially  in 
the  Senlo  Era. 

Eollowing  a I -0  loss  to  Wis- 
consin-Green Bay  (which  ended 
a35-gatnehomeunbcatenstreak 
for  the  Hounds)  and  a 3-0  fall  to 
San  Francisco  (who  reached  the 
Second  Round  of  the  NCAA 
Tournament  last  year),  the 
Hounds  bounced  back  to  beat 
Virginia  Commonwealth  2-1. 
Siena  2-0  (OT),  New  Hamp- 
shire 2-0.  Vermont  2-0,  and 
William  and  Mary  2-1  before 
falling  to  Old  Dominion  1-0  in 
OT  on  Sunday. 

So  what  has  fueled  this  swift 
turnaround? 

"The  players  are  all  adjusting 
well  to  their  new  roles  on  the 
team."  explained  Sento.  follow- 
ing the  win  over  William  and 
Mary  at  the  Mel  Life  Classic  in 
Norfolk.  Virginia  last  Friday. 
"The  Tribe  came  back  even 
stronger  this  year  and  are  al- 
ways a class  act  but  we  played 
with  a lot  of  intensity  which  is 
exactly  what  we’ll  need  if  we’re 
going  to  continue  to  be  success- 
ful."
